The banks 
of New York were originally limited to 6 percent. 


per . annum, and they adopted the ‘custom 
above explained partly because it gave them a 
littl more than tke — strictly legal _ rate, 


but mostly hecause of its great convenience in reck- 
oning, as multiplying the dollars by days and dividing 
by 6,000 gave the interest. After years of such: prac- 
tice, the rate was raised to 7 per cent., ara subse- 
quently they were brought up init by. a legal 
decision, which made ths contracts thus reckoned 
void for usyry. In the celebrated case of the Bank 
of Utica vs. Wager, a bill for 90 days at 7 per cent. 
was reckoned as if 90 days was one-fourth of a year,. 
and three days. grace one-tenth of a month. The 
Court held that although there was no intention of 
taking usury, thé parties believing ‘that they had the 
legal right to compute. by this. method, the 
transaction was usurious. This was the law in this 
State up to the revision of the Statutes, when a néew 
method of reckoning was adopted. This, now in. 
force, reads as follows; ‘‘For the purpose of cal- 
culating interest-a month shall be considered the 
twelfth part of a year, and as consisting of thirty. 
days, and interest for a number of days less than a 
month shall be estimated by the proportion which 
such number of days shall bear to — thirty.”
